“accepts this opportunity to offer 
its brains and strength to expand 
production of the arms with which 
the Axis power can and will be de- 
feated.” 
SENDS OUT CALL 


Text of Murray's call to CIO af- 
filiates which was sent in the form 
of a circular letter follows: 
“Donald Nelson, Chairman of the 
War Production Board, has called 
on management and labor to estab- 
lish joint production committees in 
all plants throughout the nation 
working on war orders. 
“This program has beer one of 
the basic principles which the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
and its affiliated 


stitution of our war effort. Victory 
for our country and the united na- 
tions depends on production, 

“President Roosevelt has called 
upon the nation and all the people 
to put forward the utmost energy 
to achieve the maximum produc- 
tion of munitions of war within the 
shortest possible period. This is es- 
sential in order to permit our coun- 
try to furnish immediately the 
necessary assistance te our allies 
and to provide the necessary ma- 
terials tor an early offensive 
against the Axis powers. 

“American labor accepts this op- 
portunity to offer its brains and 
strength to expand production of 
the arms with which the Axis 
powers can and will be defeated.

This means, besides the very fact that 
the regiment, having lost 30 per cent of its effectives is practi- 
cally hors de combat, for a while at least, that General MacArthur 
is applying the most modern artilléry tactics whereby guns are 

placed actually in the front line. In this case the guns may even 

have been in advanced positions for otherwise they wouk!l not

While the report was prepared 
prior to War Production Chief Don- 
ald Nelson’s proposal for joint man- 
agement-labor committees in war 
plants, the committee added 3 
special note stating that this plan 
is “along the lines” recommended 
in its report. 


The committee added, — 


that labor participation should go 
further and “should be at all levels 
of operation, including the na- 
tional, industrial, and regional as 
well as on the plant level.” 

The committee's comment on 
labor participation were endorsed 
by Chairman John H. Tolan, D., of 
California, and by Representatives 
John J. Sparkman, D., of Alabama, 
Lawrence F. Arnold, D., of Ilinols 
and Frank C. Osmers, Jt, R., of 
New Jersey. 

Rep. Carl T. Curtis; R., of Neb- 
raska, declared in a minority 
statement that he believes labor is 
“not qualified” to handle many 
production problems including de- 
centralization of the war effort in 
several areas and involvement of 
small business. 

COMMITTEE'S FINDINGS 

The finding of the committee on 
labor-management participation in 
the war production eff were as 
follows: 

“Under conditions of all-out War 
production, where every decision 
with respect to production depends 
on labor supply, and where every 
decision in the field of labor sup- 
ply ultimately conditions produc- 
tion, there is both a duty and need 
for labor to participate in the plan- 
hing of the war-production pro- 
gram. 

“Every industry - production 
board should be headed by a paid 
government official. Provision 
should be made to receive the out- 
standing contributions of both 
management and labor on produc- 
tion planning. The Production 
Board should embody the coopera- 
tive activity of these two elements 
in order to insure the greatest 
unity of effort in production. 

“Representatives of labor and 
management, acting jointly, will ‘in- 
sure a maximum of cooperation and 
compliance with the decisions of 
the board on the part of both labor 
and management organizations. 

“This need for the participation 
of labor and management in pro- 
duction planning and implementa- 
tion exists also on a national scale. 
The single civilian board of the 
Federal Government, which should 
be responsible for both procurement 
and production planning, should be 
representative of the unity of man- 
agement and labor on the produc- 
tion front.

fair balance among 90 per cent

The Presidents address came 
while he was engaged in battle with 
the congressional farm bloc over 
the use of government-owned agri- 
cultural surpluses to stabilize farm 
prices. Over his personal opposi- 
tion, the Senate recently Approved 
the Bankhead Bill banning sales of 
these surpluses below parity prices. 

The House today postponed a 
showdown on a similar proposal 
embraced in the pending agricul- 
tural supply bill. By a vote of 120 to

Offers Four-Point Plan 
On Production of 
Civilian Sets 


(Daily Worker Washington Burean) 

WASHINGTON, March 9. — The 
CIO United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America called 
today for immediate rationing of 
radio receiver sets in a memoran- 
dum to Price Administration and 
War Production Board officials. 


The union called for fationing in 
view of the WPB order ending all 


civilian radio production on April 
22. 


Prepared by Russ Nixon, Wash- 
ington representative of the 
UERMW, and secretary of the 
WPB's Labor Advisory Committee 
for the radio industry, the union's 
memorandum proposed: 

1—That an immediate stop sale 
order be issued ending the un- 
regulated sale of radio receivers to 
civilians. 

2—Such production of civilian re- 
ceiver sets as is to be continued 
should be concentrated on small, 
relatively standardized receiver sets. 
The production of large sets and 
combination models should be con- 
centrated on small, relatively stand- 
ardized receiver sets. The produc- 
tion of large sets and combination 
models should be eliminated except 
where the avoidance of waste of 
existing inventory makes such pro- 
duction essential. 

3—A rationing procedure to gov- 
ern the distribution of civilian re- 
ceiver sets should be immediately 
instituted. This rationing should be 
directed toward the attainment of 
the best system of radio communi- 
cation for the war effort. 


RADIOS FOR ALL 


4—Serious consideration should be 
given government provision of sub- 
sidies to assure the placement of 
radios in low income family units 
not now serviced with radio com- 
munication. 

In commenting on the union's 
proposals, Nixon said: 

“It is highly desirable in the 
interests of civilian defense and 
morale that we come as near as 
possible to providing radio re- 
ception facilties for every Amer- 
ican family. 

“Statistics show that more than 
3,500,000 families are now without 
radios and that failipg adequate 
government action more thah 800, 
000 new families will be added each 
year to this group of families not 
possessing radios.

The Opportunity Hitler 
Hopes We Will Miss 


The military situation facing the United 
Nations is growing acute. The advance of 
Japan in the Pacific, with Australia directly 
endangered brings the problem of United 
Nations strategy into the forefront. 

All military commentators and the news- 
papers are now focussing their attention on 
the expected Hitler offensive in the Spring. 
It is expected that the Nazis will attempt to 
overcome the Soviet Union's counter-offen- 
sive by a drive against the Red Army and 
through the Near East for a decision. 

The latest news is that Hitler has dra- 
gooned a gigantic army of 5,000,000 armed 
men; the factories of Europe, including 
France, have been pouring tanks, planes, 
and munitions into Hitler’s hands. Hitler is 
losing no time; he is not counting on giving 
his enemies all the time they want to “get 
ready.” 

Hitler’s plan is to strike hard at the Red 
Army and to smash through to the Near 
East where he can effect a junction with the 
Japanese, 

By that time he will be able to cope with 
Britain and the United States on his own 
terms. 

The complacent philosophers of the “de- 
fense” and “let us wait” school simply refuse 
to understand that it is not some far off 
issue that is being decided this Spring but 
their own existence! These propagandists of 
the “defense” school who can find a thousand 
reasons for allowing Hitler to proceed un- 
hindered with his plans forget that the pen- 
alty for failure to attack is extermination 
and death. 

Hitler’s whole plan rests on the single 
keystone—that he will not have to face an 
invasion by Britain and the United States 
of continental Europe. But this is the most 
compelling argument for preparing immedi- 
ately for just such an invasion of Europe. 

If the opportunity to smash at the center 
of the Axis this Spring will be missed, there 
will be an enormous increase in the price 
that will then have to be paid for victory. 

That Hitler’s armies in Europe are the 
heart of the Axis is pointed out by the New 


York Herald Tribune which properly remarks ° 


that “the defeat of Japan would follow more 
quickly on the collapse of Germany than 
would the defeat of Germany on the defeat 
of Japan.” Unleashing an attack on the coasts 
of Europe would be a blow to the Hitler- 
Japan Axis which would have important re- 
sults in opening the way for an offensive in 
the Pacific. This is the strategic key which 
Hitler hopes we will miss. 

The RAF raids over France’s factories 
are swallows which could herald a summer. 
The Nazi fear of these raids is the surest 
sign of how effective a drive on Europe can 
be this Spring. The British people clamor 
for such action. We should join them, in the 
spirit of President Roosevelt’s clarion call 
that “we will carry the war to the enemy.”

It was in keeping with Mooney’s life and 
works that Warren K. Billings, victim with 
him in the outrageous 1916 frame-up, should 
announce that immediately after the funeral 
he would proceed on his nationwide tour for 
the freedom of Earl Browder. This is carry- 
ing forward Mooney’s own wishes and 
activities. 

The service of Tom Mooney as chairman 
of the Free Browder Committee was integ- 
rally bound up with his championship of 
those principles and measures which made 
for the building of a strong labor movement. 
Mooney understood that labor must free 
Browder in order to help itself and to make 
more complete its prosecution of the anti- 
Axis war. 

The championship of Browder’s release 
is not something which the trade unions do 
merely to engage in a fight for civil liberties 
and ‘justice, as much as these are involved 
in this case. When the trade unions’ speak 
out for Browder’s freedom, they speak for 
their own safeguarding and their own wel- 
fare. 

Labor as well as the whole nation needs 
Earl Browder's presence in public life, to 
give intelligent cooperation in the prosecu- 
tion of the war. He who warned America 
repeatedly of the Axis aims is the one who 
can contribute dynamic leadership in the 
present struggle. The continued imprison- 
ment of Browder, under the outrageous sen- 
tence which is his purely because of his 
political beliefs, establishes a precedent 
which will be of the utmost damage to labor 
in the future. 

The labor movement which ‘freed Tom 
Mooney, realizing this fact to the fullest, can 
also free Earl Browder.
